Activity  and  Occupation  Bulletin  lio.  6,  Filoce£sin£__of_^  j'oo^,  vras  inter- 
preted to  include  ice  creaip  aad  the  processing  of  honej''. 

Bulletin  i-c .  7,  Fp£e3t.^j  LO;r^p:ing:,  and  Lumbering,  vdll  be  revised  to 
include  "cutting  of  puipii'/ood"  in  Part  II . 

Bulletin  lio .  15,  P£5>duction  of_j;ndus^^  Ecuipment,  was 

interpreted  to  include  the  production  of  kerosene  lanps  and  parts.

The  Committee  also  interpreted  transportation  services  as  embracing 
not  only  thjosc  rendered  by  a  conmon  carrier,  but  all  similar  service 
rendered  by  a  private  carri.:r  engaged  in  an  essential  activity  and  con- 
tract carriers  of  essential  c omrao di ti c s . 

Bulletin  llo  .  2S-7,  Tran s po rt a t i on  Sc_ryicc_s  -_Stora_gc,  was  changed  by  the 
Comciiittoc  from  "storage  X'<^lry,  open  and  cold)  of  essential  and  perishable 
commodities"  as  fou^id  in  Part  II  to  "Storage  (dry ^  open  and  cold)  of 
essential  perishable  cominoditics

31,  r:cj)air_i>crvic;e3 ,  vras  interpreted  to  include  construction 
ecuipiTiCnt,  repair  :.crviee'"i:  dairj'  processing  and  other  rood  processing 
plant";  maintenance  and  repair  ocrvices.    im  addition  v;as  made  to  Part  III 
of  this  Bulletin  as  follows:     "Repair  parts  specialist  (all  around)  auto- 
raotive  or  agricultural  machin.r"  (this  title  covers  racn  respon^:ible  for 
distribution  of  repair  parts  pursuant  to  Government  regulations  of  mdc 
variety  of  makes  of  cquipn^Lont  v/ho  exorcise  independent  judgciiient  and 
assuiiic  re cpon.oibilitj'"  for  the  rcncLval,  alteration  or  interchange  of  parts. 
It  does  not  include  stock  clerks  responsible  for  limit: d  standard  lines 
of  parts  or  equipment)." 

The  Essential  Activ:.tics  CoiTard-tbee  has  interpreted  that  "feeding  services 
in  school:-:,  child-care  centers,  hospitals,  railroads,  railroad  depots,  and 
in  other  essential  enterprises  are  considered  essential  if  the  feeding 
scrv:, CGC  are  an  integral  part  of  on  ecsential  activity."''    This  moans  that 
feeding  service  in  hotels  is  not  considercd'cs sential  since  hotels  have 
not  been  reco.cnizcd  as  an  essential  intei"prise  r:hilc  the  feeding  services 
in  hospitals  (vrhich  are  listed  as  essential  in  Activi tj^  and  Occupation 
Bulletin  I'o  .  32,  lie  a  1th  and    "c  If  a  re  Sc  rvi  ce  s )  arc  clashed  as  essential  to 
the  T7ar  e  f  f  o  iM; . 

The  Corni::i.ittec  has  also  ruled   that  the  item  "pineapples"  is  to  be  added 
under-  friiits  in  Group  I  of  Local  Boca'-d  Release  Mo.  164  ^-.-hen  "that  release 
i'S  Caiiended.
